# AMID COLORFUL banners 
bearing such slogans as “War 
anywhere threatens peace every- 
where” and “There can be no 
peace under Fascism,” about 100 
students left their classes upon 
a bugle call at 11 a.m. last Wed- 
nesday to demonstrate for peace 
and democracy. */ / 

'Undaunted' by President Marvin’s 
refusal to grant them permlssidn 
to hold the demonstration oir the 
campus, they marched over to the 
Lutheran Church on the corner of 
20th and G Sts. to hold their anti- 
war, anti-fascism convocatoin. 

Simon Rottenberg, chairman of 
the local . peach committee, intro- 
duced the speakers at the morning 
session. Rev. Frederick Carhart. a 
retired Presbyterian minister, gave 
a short address in memory of the 
Geol-ge Washington students who 
died in the World War. 

On the campus a few minutes 
earlier, .the strikers had borne a 
large white cross with a wreath and 
ribbon carrying the words "In mem- 
ory the G. W. students Who died 
In the last war". Lt. Alfred Tarize, 
of the Abraham Lincoln brigade, 
just hack from Spain, urged sup- 
port of Spahlsh democracy and a 
united front through economic sanc- 
tions against' aggressor nations. 

Representative Henry Tiegan of 
Minnesota, presenting the main 
speech of the session, urged re- 
moval of the neutrality act on the 
grounds that It virtually helps the 
Spanish rebels and said he hoped 
for wider support of the student 
movement. \ 

Student speakers were Thomas 
Dowd, vice-chairman of the Loft 
Party; Billy 1 Goodykoontz, Milton 
Salkind of Magna Carta, and Bill 
Gausmann. A series of resolutions, 
Consisting of the strike platform, as 
outlined in the Strike Call, was 
approved after presentation by 
Norman Rose at the evening con- 
vocation. 

“The strike Was fairly success- 
ful", Rhoda Epstein, secretary of 
the Peace Committee, said, "in view 
of , the fact that it received .‘po ad- 
ministration support". Unlike last 1 
year, however, President Marvin is- 
sued no official statement banning 
the strike, merely telling leaders 
of the, demonstration that they 
could ript stage It on theVampus. 
Saying that officials of .ot ier uni- 
versities cooperate in the ueetlngs 
each April, student 1 leadei i called 
the president’s action "highly un- 
democratic”.

headed the first committee, to seek 
recognition from the American As- 
sociation of University Women for 
graduated women of this Univer- 
sity. 

Mrs. Evans, widely known to 
readers of The Evening Star as 
Jessie Fant Evans, received her 
B.A. and Teachers' Diploma with 
distinction In 1913. Irt 1933 she re- 
ceived tha honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of Education. 

The oatstanding career of the j- 
noted woman graduate began on 
an Indian Reservation at Fort Hall, 
Idaho, where she learned to speak 
Indian before. English. She Is a 
descendant of many outstanding 
scholars and educators of Colonial 
Virginia. Charles Scarborough, one 
of her grandparents, was one of the 
first members pf the board of gov- 
ernors of William and Mary Col- 
lege and an early member of Phi 
Beta Kappa.

• So important did the Baptist 
General Convention assembled in 
Philadelphia consider the project of 
locating an institution at Washing- 
ton. that to enable them to embrace 
it in their regular operations, they 
proceeded to alter their constitu- 
tion, and to adopt the following res- 
olutions: 

“1. RESOLVED, That the in- 
stitution for the education of. 
gospel ministers, be located at 
the city of Washington, or in it# 
vicinity, in the District oV C6 1 
lumbia; and that the Board be 
directed to cause its removal 
. thither whenever suitable prep- 
arations shall be made for its 
reception in that place, and 
when, in their opinion, such re- 
moval shall be deemed exped- 
ient. 

“2. RESOLVED. That this 
convention accept of the prem- 
ises tendered to, them for the 
site of an institution for the 
education of gospel ministers, 
and for a college, adjoining the 
city ot Washington; and that! 
the Board be directed fo take 
measures, as soop as conven- 
ient, for obtaining a legal title 
to the same. And that the 
Board be further directed to 
keep the institution, already in 
a state of progress, first in 
, view, and not to incur expenses 
beyond the amount of funds 
which may be obtained for the 
establishment of either of the* 
institutions." 

The foregoing facts are mainly 
collated from a history of the col- 
lege prepared by the late Andrew 
Rothwell and published by the or- 
der of a meeting of Baptists in 1867,' 
presided over by Dr. George W. 
Samson, then President of the Dnhj 
versify, with Dr. J. C. Welling, his 
successor in that office, acting as 
Secretary, and at which meeting 
Rev. J. S. Bacon, a former president 
of the college, was present and a 
participant; supplemented by, “Me- 
moir of Rev. Luther Rice by James 
B. Taylor.” 

Continued Baptist Control 

After the dissolution of the Bap- 
tist General Convention in 1847. 
and, indeed, from the foundation of 
the Maryland Baptist Union Asso- 
ciation in 1836. the Columbian Col- 
lege became closely and intimately 
connected Adth the latter body, the 
Union very early in its history, be- 
sides a Committee on Education, 
appointing also and having an an- 
nual report from a Committee on 
Columbian College, this Committee 
in. fact exercising the functions of 
a Board of Visitors, visiting th? col- 
lege personally, examining into' its 
affairs and rrporting fully thereon. 
I<egal Control Given to the 
Baptists by the Congrcg* 

On "March 18, 1898, an amendment 
to the charter was secured provld* 
ing that the President of the Uni- 
versity and two-thirds of the mem- 
bership should be Baptists. 

This simply wa?. a, recognition .by 
Act of Congress of the status there- 
tofore uniformly existing -from its 
foundation, namely, that the .Uni- 
versity was undef the fill and un- 
restricted control and admin^t ra- 
tion jot th? denomination. At the 
time of the' hegotiations leading up 
to the amended charter of 1904, two 
trustees of the University to-wit, J. 
J. Darl.ington and Eugene Levering, 
resigned rather than become parties 
to a transaction which they charac- 
terized aSjboth illegal and unneces- 
sary. »■ .

We come to a university 
because there are gathered here 
those facts in a more accessible 
form, and because men and women 
are supposed to ne there who un- 
derstand the condition* surrounding 
these facts, and who may be of 
assistance in conveying their import* 
to u*.

For Better Understanding 
*’ v > We want those facts so that we 
may better understand the world . 
in which we live; so that we may 
realize the results we now observe 
are the results of certain factors; 
so that, in the case of bad results 
in fields over which we may some 
day have cohtrol, we may he able 
to do something to remedy the sit- 
uation. 

(I am particularly concerned here 
with the University in the field of 
the social sciences. The arts and 
literature seem t,6 me to be of ex- 
treme importance. They are sub- 
ordinated today to the “practical" 
fields of study, and have been neg- 
lected in the modern university pri- 
marily because of the general oap- 
italsit concept of civilization. They 
must be approached by one more 
familiar with them.) 

Our time for gathering these facts 
in the university is limited. Thus, 
the function of the professor is not 
merely that of an organ for com- 
munication of information.

• DEMOSTHENES PLACED a pel* 
ble under his tongue and went down 
to the seashore to practice his 
speeches; but the speech student 
of today keeps his tongue in his 
cheek, speaks into a microphone 
which is connected to a recording 
machine, and wears a small brace- 
let which discharges an electric 
shock whefl| he commits a speech 1 ' 
fault. 

The new recording machine o f 
the public speaking department is 
a portable unit which weighs only 
35 pounds, and can also be used to 
record radio programs. After flvt 
preliminary speeches on which they 
were not graded, fhe students start- 
ed recording on records which play 
5 minutes on each side and are 
used for four 2V4 minute speeches. 

The microphone is situated at A 
point below the eye-contact between 
speaker and audience. Student* 
speak in a natural voice, while 
Prof. Willard Hayes Yeager con- 
trols the volume and wields a paint 
brush to clear away shavings as an 
emerald needle cuts the record. 

The machine acts both as a re- 
corder' and reproducer. At the con- 
clusion of a speech, the record ii 
played and the student hears ex- 
actly what he said and how he said

resented, and a full social prograrh, 
including a party, a 'dance, and a 
rodeo. 

The development of atmosphere 
conducive to best student effort* 
in academic and social activity 
while at college was stressed in 
the keynote address by Dr. W. B.

• THE UNIVERSITY’S first 
year book, published by stu- 
dents of Columbian College in 
1891, was known as the “Colum- 
biad." In 1905, its successor, 
“The Mall,” emerged, while 
three years later, its present name, 
."The Cherry Tree," was given to 
the annual. 

The first "Columbia^.” all of 68 
pages long, was dedicated to James 
C. Welling, then president of the ■ 
College.

tion, oh 'fraternities, there Ts ; a 
drawing of two dancing skeletons, 
with the caption, "Them two! 
Them two!" Phi Kappa Psl and 
Pi Beta Phi were the two Greek 
letter organizations on Campus at 
that,- time. 

By 1905 the annual had outgrown 
Its original size, shape and name. 
,lt was now nicely bound. 368 pages 
long, and called, "The Mail." The 
University had grown In size and 
activity ‘at the Same time, as^is 
• shown by the fact that there were 
eight social fraternities and three 
sororities. , ' - \ » 

Threfe years later, tjie sale of the 
University's property at the head 
of the Mall made the book's nam* 1 
Inappropriate. It was thdn changed 
to "The Cherry Trfee.” 

Through the succeeding years, 
the "Cherry Tree" grew and pro- 
gressed. In 1920 it was about 350 
pages long ,of which a great deni 
was taken up in , literature and 
humor.' Each of Ihd various de- 
partments was given a special sec- 
tion with pictures and write-ups. 

In recent years, the ‘trend has 
been toward telling the story in 
pictures more than Ih words. An 
important addition wap "Scenes of 
Action.” a snapshot section, last 
year, which Is to be use£ again 
Ahis ye*r. • 

Other recent features, of which 
. “The Mall” editors never dreamed, 
are the beauty Queen pictures, the 
‘‘Hall of Fame." and the illustrated 
"March of Time/* containing ac- 
counts of the events of the year.
